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PUBUC IS WARNED: 

"Don’t fall for 
bogus officers’ 


LOCAL litter enforcement 
officers say they have been 
told bogus ‘officials’ are 
operating in the Vale and 
marching people to cash¬ 
points to get them to pay 
fines. 

The company behind the new 
zero-tolerance approach to envi¬ 
ronmental offences, XFOR, says 
the public should be aware that 
it never asks for ‘money on the 
spot’. 

Brian Patterson, an enforce¬ 


ment officer with XFOR, told 
The GEM his team had received 
reports of con men issuing unof¬ 
ficial penalties. 

He said: “The public should 
be very clear that our team 
members always wear uniforms, 
which include both the Vale 
Council logo and XFOR logo. 

“We always carry identifica¬ 
tion and we never ask for money 
on the spot. 

“Should we have reason to 
issue a fixed penalty notice, this 
is on official paper and the per¬ 


son who has committed an envi¬ 
ronmental crime keeps a copy of 
the document.” 

Mr Patterson said that if any¬ 
one had concerns about an offi¬ 
cial, they should inform the 
police. 

“If anyone is approached and 
doubts that they are speaking to 
an official XFOR officer, we 
advise that they should let the 
police know in the first instance 
- as we work in conjunction 
with local police.”

The perils of Port Road 
behind slow cyclist 


A S I was driving along 
Port Road by the 
new crematorium, I 
found myself travelling at a 
speed of 7 mph. 

You may be thinking with the 
traffic on that stretch I was doing 
well, but for the entire distance up 
to the traffic lights at Merthyr 
Dyfan Road there was not a single 
vehicle in front of me. 

I was, in fact, being held up by 
a cyclist and one with all the top 
equipement, just like you see in 
the Tour de Erance. 

So why was he going so slowly 
and why couldn’t I just overtake? 

The answer was that for all the 
very expensive looking gear he 


had - along with the thinest tyres 
I’ve ever seen - he found the road 
surface extremely difficult, and I 
suspect a mountain bike or BMX 
would have been more appropri¬ 
ate. 

So there I remained, stuck 
behind him for several hundred 
yards while he negotiated the 
obstacle course of pot holes and 
drain covers, weaving from the 
gutter into the middle of the road 
without so much as a look behind. 

As the traffic built up behind 
me I started to think: ‘Why is this 
cyclist on the road in the first 
place?’ 

Eor someone who was obvious¬ 
ly an experienced cyclist what a 
poor example he was setting to 


any young ‘wannabe’ riders. 

Why hasn't the council built us 
car drivers our own car path, just 
like the new smooth purpose built 
cycle path, only a matter of inches 
to the side of the pot holed and 
suspension breaking, bone shack¬ 
ing road, that we were all stuck 
on? 

The standards of the roads will 
never reach the smooth standards 
of the cycle paths. How much road 
tax do cyclists pay for such high 
quality paths? 

I currently pay £485 per year 
for the pleasure of sitting behind 
such cyclists while the last of my 
remaining fillings fall out.

The spokesman went 
on: “It is clear that 
Redrow are intent on 
wiping out our fields as 
soon as possible and are 
taking advantage of the 
fact that the LDP has not 
yet been adopted to try to 
pretend that there is a 
desperate housing need 
in Wenvoe not being met, 
which is clearly com¬ 
plete nonsense.” 

The spokeswoman 
said the group believed 
the development contra¬ 
vened a number of plan¬ 
ning policies. 

“We are amazed that 
Redrow could pick a site 
in a ‘special landscape 
area’, consisting of high- 
grade agricultural land, 
meadow and ancient 
woodland. 

“We have numerous 
environmental concerns, 
not to mention the fact 
that alongside develop¬ 
ment at HTV, the 
Wenvoe community 
could grow by 73 per 
cent in only a couple of 
years, growth that simply 
cannot be catered for by 
a small village, which 
has only one shop, a 
school, a church and two 
pubs. 

“Port Road is already 
heavily congested, and 
Redrow’s traffic assess¬ 
ments are completely 
inadequate, failing to 
take into account any of 







the other new housing 
developments in the 
vicinity, and not even 
mentioning increased 
congestion and pollution 
within the village itself.” 

The spokeswoman 
said the group was work¬ 
ing with Friends of the 
Earth to campaign for a 
Green Belt for the east¬ 
ern edge of the Vale. 

Residents have 
launched a website 
www.wenvoerag.co.uk, 
giving villagers all the 
information they should 
need to make their objec¬ 
tions known. 

‘LOCALISM’ 

Mr Cairns said he 
understood why people 
in Wenvoe were “aghast 
and upset” by the plan¬ 
ning application. 

He said: “I would urge 
everyone to make sure 
that the strength of their 
feelings are represented, 
by lodging their concerns 
regarding the develop¬ 
ment with the Vale of 
Glamorgan planning 
department by October 
10 . 


“It’s really important 
that residents express 
their concerns based on 
planning reasons and 
principles. 

“Although this is only 
the first stage of the plan¬ 
ning process, it is 
extremely important 
because ultimately the 
deciding body on all 
matters planning - the 
Welsh Government - 
will be taking into 
account the views dis¬ 
cussed and raised at this 
stage of the process, 
should the planning 
application be taken to 
appeal at a later stage. 

“As I am not a mem¬ 
ber of the local authority, 
I can only bring matters 
to their attention for their 
judgment but will do all I 
can to ensure that con¬ 
stituents’ voices are 
heard.” 

Mr Cairns pointed out 
that the planning process 
in England was different 
and that he would like to 
see the English system 
adopted in Wales. 

“The Localism Act 


there puts the decision¬ 
making in the hands of 
the community. 

Unfortunately the Welsh 
Government chose not to 
follow this policy and to 
establish the LDP 
process instead. 

“I hope that over time 
we will be allowed the 
same privilege as com¬ 
munities in England.” 

The GEM will be pub¬ 
lishing a response from 
Redrow next week.

The reasons why local 
store got the go-ahead 


THE new 

Sainsbury’s store 
has now opened on 
Park Crescent in 
Barry following ren¬ 
ovation work on the 
former Torque Tools 
premises. 

Despite strong local 
opposition to the store, a 
planning inspector 
allowed the development 
to go ahead. 

More than 4,000 peo¬ 
ple signed a petition last 
year against the super¬ 
market chain being 
allowed to move into the 
area. 

They had argued that 
the arrival of the grocery 
giant would damage the 
prospects of the small 
businesses already serv¬ 
ing the local population. 

Parents of pupils 
attending Romilly 

Primary School had also 
claimed that Park 
Crescent was already a 
busy road that could do 
without the distraction of 
vehicles and customers 
visiting a new supermar¬ 
ket. 

Barrie V Evans, the 
independent co-ordinator 
of the Barry Eirst Group, 
contacted The GEM to 
say he had sympathy for 
residents who had fears 
over traffic chaos. 

Mr Evans wrote: 

“The process of plan¬ 
ning for this store was 
extremely flawed from the 


outset with the Vale 
Council being totally 
responsible for this store 
coming into existence. 

“The way that the deci¬ 
sion by the council was 
eventually overturned by 
the Welsh Assembly gov¬ 
ernment inspectorate was 
due to two facts. 

“Firstly, the licensing 
committee recommended 
and approved the alcohol 
licence before the build¬ 
ing was purchased by J 
Sainsbury. 

“Secondly, the plan¬ 
ning department recom¬ 
mended planning 

approval for the site - 
again before it was pur¬ 


chased. 

“The planning commit¬ 
tee refused planning per¬ 
mission on the grounds 
that there would possibly 
be a traffic gridlock as a 
result of the store being 
given the go ahead. 

“When Sainsbury’s 
appealed against the 
decision, the inspector 
did not even have to visit 
the site because the infor¬ 
mation he had on file was 
that the council had 
already agreed to the 
decision by way of the 
planners’ recommenda¬ 
tions and the granting of 
the alcohol licence so it 
was overturned for that 


reason and that reason 
alone. 

“I had no objection to 
Sainsbury’s opening a 
store in Barry, but I am 
strongly opposed to its 
eventual location. No real 
risk assessment appears 
to have been conducted. 
The decision was made 
despite a large petition 
being put forward in 
opposition to it. 

“The planning depart¬ 
ment is well overdue a 
major overhaul and until 
this happens we are forev¬ 
er going to be upset by 
similar events taking 
place within our town. ” 


Cadoxton House 
re-opens after 
£1.3m renovation 


A COMMUNITY support cen¬ 
tre in Barry which has been 
renovated thanks to £1.3 mil¬ 
lion from the Welsh 
Government has been official¬ 
ly opened by the Minister for 
Local Government and 
Communities Carl Sargeant. 

Run by the Safer Vale Partnership, 
the centre at Cadoxton House inte¬ 
grates a number of services under one 
roof with the aim of supporting people 
who experience alcohol misuse and 
domestic abuse. 


As well as its improved facilities, 
the community support centre is a 
focal point for information, advocacy 
and advice on issues relating to 
domestic abuse and substance misuse. 

Mr Sargeant said: “I am delighted 
that the Welsh Government has been 
able to provide £1.3 million through 
the substance misuse and domestic 
abuse budgets for the renovation of 
this building. 

“This demonstrates my commit¬ 
ment, even in these difficult economic 
times, to ensure victims are supported 
here in the Vale of Glamorgan and 
across Wales.”

Councillor calls 
for the Court 
Road recycling 
site to be closed 


A BARRY 

Councillor is sup¬ 
porting local resi¬ 
dents’ calls for a 
recycling site on 
Court Road in 
Barry to be closed 
down, describing it 
as “unsightly”. 

Coun Richard Bertin, 
who represents the 
town’s Court Ward, says 
he often receives com¬ 
plaints from residents 
about how scruffy and 
smelly the site is, and 
that it has become “a real 
eyesore”. 

He says that despite 
constant promises of 
improvement from the 
Vale Council the site 
remains the same. He 
now wants the council to 
finally close this site 
down. 

Coun Bertin, who 
lives near the site, said: 
“It is just not fair that the 


local residents have to 
continually put up with 
this mess. 

“This eyesore is on a 
main route into the town 
so what impression does 
this give to visitors? 

“It is now time the 
council acted in the 
interests of the local res¬ 
idents and finally closed 
down this site.” 

Clifford Parish, the 
operational manager for 
visible services at the 
Vale Council, said a 
review will be undertak¬ 
en on recycling points in 
the area and their effec¬ 
tiveness. 

“There will be a par¬ 
ticular emphasis on 
those, such as Court 
Road, where there are 
long standing anti-social 
problems. 

“The survey will con¬ 
sider the performance of 
each site and its value to 
the council in meeting 
our recycling targets and 


hence assisting us in 
avoiding possible Welsh 
Government fines. 

“We are aware that 
some recycling sites are 
suffering misuse on a 
regular basis and Court 
Road is one of those 
sites. 

“The problems at this 
particular site are not 
helped by vehicles that 
are parked within the 
site, which restrict our 
access, causing us diffi¬ 
culty in cleaning the area 
and emptying the recy¬ 
cling bins. 

“A daily cleansing 
regime is however in 
place at Court Road and 
a number of other sites 
are suffering similar 
problems; we are also 
looking at a range of sur¬ 
veillance options in the 
interim to catch and 
prosecute those guilty of 
fly-tipping,” he added.

Pupils will be 
assessed on the basis of 
a three-hour examination 
at the end of the two- 
year course, rather than 
the current system of 
modules, coursework 
and controlled assess¬ 
ment. 

However, here in 
Wales, Fm desperately 
concerned about the 
stance of the Welsh 
Government.

cation that will be out of 
date. 

In May 2012, Ofqual, 
an independent body, 
published a report which 
highlighted that GCSEs 
are easier now than 10 
years ago. What this 
means in real terms is 
that the present educa¬ 
tion system is not meet¬ 
ing the needs of pupils, 
nor indeed future 
employers, who will not 
be able to recruit staff 
with the right skills, edu¬ 
cation and knowledge. 

These changes will 
ensure that young people 
in England have an 
exam system that match¬ 
es the world’s best and 
prepares them for suc¬ 
cess in the workplace. 

Equally, they will

skills that they need to 
thrive. 

None of these reforms 
will apply to Wales. 

Here, a review is 
presently on-going into 
the future of 14-19 qual¬ 
ifications, which is due 
to report in November. 

Sadly, I think that the 
Minister, Leighton 
Andrews AM has greatly 
undermined this consul¬ 
tation by noting in the 
press that he was ruling 
out any move to replace 
the current GCSE sys¬ 
tem in Wales. He has 
also described planned 
reforms in England as a 
“backwards step” (BBC 
News, September 17). 

Fm keen to see the 
findings of the 
Qualifications Review 
when they’re published 
later this autumn. 

Clearly, there are a num¬ 
ber of excellent qualifi¬ 
cation systems across the 
globe worthy of explo¬ 
ration, and I hope that 
the Welsh Government 
doesn’t simply choose to 
do something different 
to England, just because 
it can. 

The Welsh 

Government introduced 
a Welsh Baccalaureate 
some years ago when it 
decided to steer a differ¬ 
ent education course to 
that in England, and 
readers may be surprised 
to find out that this qual¬ 
ification isn’t accepted 
or recognised by some 
universities, including 
Oxford, Warwick or 
Cambridge. 

Eor my son, and for 
all parents and their chil¬ 
dren across Wales, I 
want future Welsh quali¬ 
fications to be interna¬ 
tionally-recognised, 
robust, rigorous and 
include comparable 
global benchmarks. 

It is essential too that 
the qualifications give 
pupils both vocational 
and academic skills, and 
the opportunity to flour¬ 
ish.

HAVING initially 
completed the first 
half of the physical 
aspect of his Duke 
of Edinburgh 
(DoE) award in the 
Brecon Beacons in 
quick time (The 
GEM, August 23), 
Flemingstone’s 
James Yorke-Wade 
has now completed 
the 32km trek and 
is ready for the 
next challenge. 

The 25-year-old took 
on the gold award in his 
unadapted wheelchair 
with help from his 
friends at the Barry Air 
Cadets, crossing the fin¬ 
ish line on Sunday, 
September 2. 

His sister, Emily 
Yorke-Wade, told The 
GEM that James had 
performed all the 
required tasks. She said: 
“It’s good news, he 
completed it all. In the 
final weekend he did 
10k on the Saturday and 
4k on the Sunday. 

“He then had to help 
supervise putting up a 
tent and had to demon¬ 
strate his cooking skills 
by cooking burgers and 
sausages for the team.” 

Good weather greeted 
the trekkers on the 
Saturday but, unfortu¬ 
nately, Sunday was 
“damp and drizzly”, 
meaning that James, the 
eight-strong team of 
cadets, their DoE asses¬ 
sor and his dog Socks, 
had to get their water¬ 
proofs out. 

The former Ysgol 
Sant Curig pupil has 
cerebral palsy, as well 
as suffering from hydro¬ 
cephalus and incomplete 
lung capacity. 

He has spent seven of 
his 25 years at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital, 
and spent 18 months 
from December 2010 
fully recovering from a 
severe bout of pneumo¬ 
nia.

Given his previous 
struggles, Emily says 
the family are very 
proud of what he has 
achieved.

Woman is 
jailed for 
knife attack 
on her ex 


A DIVORCED wife 
armed herself with 
a carving knife and 
attacked her ex- 
husband shouting: 
“Die you b*****d” 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Eortunately, said pros¬ 
ecutor Michael Jones, 
the weapon was prised 
from her hands. 

Samantha Denny (41) 
of Tern Road, Porthcawl, 
admitted wounding with 
intent and possessing 
two offensive weapons. 

She denied a charge 
of attempted murder and 
it was ordered to be left 
on the file. 

She was sentenced to 
four years imprisonment 
and was told by Judge 
Eleri Rees: “There was 
no provocation whatso¬ 
ever, and you entered the 
house as a trespasser.” 

Mr Jones said that 
Simon Denny and his 
wife had been married 
15 years and divorced in 
2008. 

Since March last year, 
Mr Denny had the cus¬ 
tody of their three chil¬ 
dren. 

On March 12, he was 
living in Vernon Street, 
Bridgend, with his part¬ 
ner, Deborah Rees. 

The family were 
watching television and 
the children were play¬ 
ing outside on a trampo¬ 
line. 

Denny had made a 
call, saying she wanted 
to see the children the 
following day. 

Not long afterwards, 
said Mr Jones, Rees 
heard the front door 
opening. Denny was in 
the hall, holding a large 
kitchen knife and lunged 
towards Mr Denny with 
a stabbing motion, aim¬ 
ing for the centre of his 
chest. 

He tried to take the 
weapon from her, and 
she shouted” “Die, you

Luckily, said Mr 
Jones, Ms Rees prised 
the knife from her, and 
afterwards the defendant 
was forced outside. 

There were shouts for 
help, and two neigh¬ 
bours assisted. 

Sue Eerrier, represent¬ 
ing Denny, said: “She 
came from a very 
respectable family who 
have supported her and 
have had to watch her 
demise. 

“Her life began to fall 
apart and her marriage 
fell apart.” 

When she was arrest¬ 
ed, the court heard, she 
smelled of alcohol and 
was in a distressed state. 
When she was searched, 
police found a second 
knife in her handbag. 

The court heard that 
she told the police: “My 
mother would have told 
me I should have killed 
him.” 

Mr Denny suffered a 
wound to his left thumb, 
which required stitching. 

In a statement, Mr 
Denny said he was in a 
total state of shock that 
such an incident could 
have occurred. He said 
he wondered what 
would have happened if 
he hadn’t defended him¬ 
self. 


He said he had night¬ 
mares and was “jumping 
at shadows”. 

Luckily, he said, the 
children were oblivious 
to what had occurred. 

Ms Eerrier said the 
defendant had suffered 
from a mental disorder 
and depression, and had 
received inpatient treat¬ 
ment after making an 
attempt on her life. 

She said she had 
demonstrated remorse 
for what was an isolated 
incident. 

At the time, said Ms 
Eerrier, Denny had 
entered a downward spi¬ 
ral and turned to alcohol 
and drugs. 

The situation wors¬ 
ened when she became 
the victim of an attack, 
and she would sleep 
with a knife under her 
pillow. 

“She was depressed, 
suicidal and lonely.” 

In the past, said Ms 
Eerrier, she had a reputa¬ 
tion for being kind and 
caring. 

“She is now in a posi¬ 
tion of digging herself 
out of the pit she found 
herself in.” 

She described her as a 
fragile person, who had 
found being in custody 
nothing less than torture.

‘Framework for 
Action’ on 
Independent 
Living for Disabled 
People in Wales, 
stemming from a 
petition to the 
Assembly promot¬ 
ed by Disability 
Wales last year. 

We launched the 
framework at DEWIS in 
Rhondda Cynon Taf, a 
centre for independent 
living, managed by dis¬ 
abled people, serving a 
wide area, including the 
Vale. 

Developed with my 
colleague, the Deputy 
Minister for Social 
Services, Gwenda 
Thomas AM, the frame¬ 
work draws on a cross- 
government approach. It 
is now out for consulta¬ 
tion until December 20, 
and can be read on the 
Welsh Government 
website: 

www.wales.gov.uk/con- 

sultations. 

The framework sets 
out how we in 
Government (both 
nationally and locally) 
and all our public serv¬ 
ices, can take action to 
promote the rights of 
disabled people to live 
independently and exer¬ 


cise the same choices as 
everybody else. 

At the launch last 
week, the Paralympian 
bronze medallist, table 
tennis champion Sara 
Head, from Beddau, 
told us her personal 
story of how she over¬ 
came barriers and disap¬ 
pointments as a disabled 
young person to train 
and compete at world 
level to achieve her suc¬ 
cess. 

The aims of the 
framework are to set out 
a positive vision for dis¬ 
abled people in Wales in 
the challenging context 
of recession and the UK 
Government’s pro¬ 
gramme of welfare 
reform, and to challenge 
stereotypes and negative 
attitudes towards dis¬ 
abled people. 

In an article in the 
Llais magazine, review¬ 
ing the impact of the 
direct payments scheme 
supported by the Welsh 
Government and local 
authorities in Wales, 
Vale resident Sol 
Jorgensen talks about 
the benefits of this 
scheme for her son, 

Seth: “Direct payments 
gives us the chance to 
have support when we 
need it. 

“My son now walks 
when they said he 
wouldn’t walk again. 

He goes to the local 
gym. He has hydro and 


rebound therapy. He is 
learning to use the iPad 
to communicate as he 
cannot talk. 

“The local authority, 
through direct pay¬ 
ments, has given us all 
this and more...Direct 
payments offer us 
choices and we make 
the choices.” 

The key policy areas 
we are responsible for 
in the Welsh 
Government are crucial 
to opening up access for 
disabled people. These 
include information and 
advice, housing, social 
care, person-centred 
technology, transport, 
accessible design and 
employment. 

We are undertaking a 
review of advice servic¬ 
es in Wales, as increas¬ 
ingly people need 
access to the informa¬ 
tion which helps them 
make choices and find 
out what is available to 
support them, as well as 
exercising their rights. 

On housing, we are 
looking at proposals to 
expand accessible hous¬ 
ing registers, reviewing 
the range of aids and 
adaptations programmes 
and looking at ways we 
can improve under¬ 
standing and training 
about technology to 
meet personal needs. 

As well as promoting 
the direct payments 
scheme for accessing

social care, we are look¬ 
ing at important issues 
relating to planning and 
building control, and the 
role of local access 
groups, which have an 
important role to play in 
improving accessible 
transport. 

The employment sec¬ 
tion sets out how we 
can promote employ¬ 
ment opportunities for 
disabled people and 
look at procurement and 
the supported factories 
and business frame¬ 
work. 

These priorities are 
interconnected and that 
is why this is a cross¬ 
government approach 
which all ministers have 
signed up to. We hope 
there will be an exten¬ 
sive response to our 
consultation. 

We have focused on 
practical action but 
there will be more to 
learn from disabled peo¬ 
ple and their carers to 
strengthen the frame¬ 
work further.

Vale MP calls for airline involvement in airport task force 


VALE MP Alun Cairns 
has commented on recent 
news that Helvetic airlines 
were to cancel their flights 
to Zurich from Cardiff 
this October. 

Mr Cairns is disappointed that 
the airport has had to suffer a 
further blow to the flights it 


offers and passenger numbers. 

Despite the potential for 
Cardiff Airport to become an 
international gateway for busi¬ 
ness and tourism, the number of 
passengers travelling through the 
airport has decreased by 42 per 
cent between 2007 and 2011. 

Mr Cairns said: “The 
announcement is another blow 


for the Welsh economy and for 
the Vale in particular. Many jobs 
depend on the airport and the 
viability of airlines based there. 

“It’s apparent that other air¬ 
ports around the UK, such as 
Newcastle and Edinburgh, have 
had significant support over the 
last 10 years by the North East 
Regional Development Agency 


and the Scottish Government. 

“That is how Emirates went to 
each airport to kickstart the 
route. Sadly, the Welsh 
Assembly Government has failed 
to develop a strategy to support 
Cardiff Airport. 

“Cardiff Airport is a good air¬ 
port, and has the capacity to 
deliver so much for south Wales 


and the economy here, but it has 
not had the political will to sup¬ 
port it. 

“The First Minister is now 
chairing a task force, but it’s sur¬ 
prising and disappointing that no 
airlines were invited to take part 
in the task force to advise on 
developing new European and 
transatlantic routes, and attract¬ 


ing new carriers to Cardiff. 

“I hope the First Minister will 
consider, with some urgency, 
involving major airline represen¬ 
tatives in future meetings to 
bluntly tell the Welsh 
Government what measures it 
must take to make Cardiff a 
more attractive proposition to 
major airlines.”

Pencoed Castle, orig¬ 
inally built as a hunting 
lodge, dated to Tudor 
times when Coed 
Gwent or Wentwood 
was enormous. In the 
early 20th Century, the 
castle became part of 
the Herrick estates and 
in 1862, William Perry- 
Herrick married Sophia 
Christie, who was 37 
years his junior. 

They remained child¬ 
less, and after his death 
following a riding acci¬ 
dent, she inherited all 
the estate lands. She 
was a militant tee¬ 
totaller and was respon¬ 
sible for the closure of 
many public houses in 
Magor, which did not 
make her very popular! 

The next problem, a 
path lost to a field of 
maize was tackled and 
having crossed farm¬ 
land the group reached 
Coed Wen, woodland 
containing ash, lime, 
wych elm and wild 
cherry and part of a 
national nature reserve. 

Rewarded with fan¬ 
tastic views across 
Penhow and towards 
Wentwood, the group 
crossed a valley for the 
short climb to St John 
the Baptist Church, next 
to Penhow Castle. 

Penhow, now pri¬ 
vately owned began its 
life in 1070 as a stone 
built keep or look-out to 
protect the knight 
retainers of the local 
Norman earl at 
Chepstow Castle. Sir 
Roger St Maur came 
across from France and 
inhabited the castle in 
1129 after usurping a 


local Welsh leader, and 
later the family’s sur¬ 
name became anglicised 
to Seymour. 

By the 14th century, 
the castle became a 
stronghold with a moat 
and drawbridge and, 
even though it has been 
altered many times 
since, it remains a beau¬ 
tiful building. 

After lunch enjoyed 
in bright warm sun¬ 
shine, and having 
looked inside the 
church, the group 
descended through 
fields and some road¬ 
walking led them to the 
small church dedicated 
to St Brigid. 

This Irish virgin saint 
from Kildare declined 
marriage and instead 
entered the church and 
allegedly performed lots 
of miracles and cured 
many people. 

The group passed 
through more meadows 
beside the St Brides 
Brook, which led them 
back under the M4 and 
to Magor.

They offer ‘whole case’ pies 
with a constantly-changing choice 
of fillings, all cooked when the 
diner orders, never before. 
Although some favourites, such as 
Beef and Ale and Eisherman’s pie, 
are always available, they are 
keen to offer something different 
as well. 

There is Ham Hock, Cider and 
Apple Pie, for instance, and the 
Vegetarian Pie has proved a suc¬ 
cess. A Hallo wen Pie is ready for 
the end of October, and a 
Christmas Game Pie will be an 
option for parties booking the pub 
for their Christmas event. 

When the Six Nations mgby 
comes around, there will be 
Italian, and Trench pies, as well as 
ones for the home nations! 

Dave emphasised that every¬ 
thing else on the menu is home 
made and hand cooked to order. 


The chips are hand cut and the 
desserts are also made on the 
premises, including the intriguing 
‘Bara Brith Ice Cream’. 

Another traditional value 
embraced at the Lamb and Elag is 
generous portion sizes. There are 
no nouvelle cuisine tiny plates, 
and no one leaves hungry. 

The pub is a free house, with 
five real ales always on tap, and 
with two guest ales that change 
every fortnight or so. Guinness is 
another popular brew, and Dave 
prides himself on keeping the 
beers at their best, he said: 
“Guinness send inspectors regu¬ 
larly and we always get five 
stars!” 

Plans are well in hand for the 
festive season, and Emma said 
that they intended to offer a 
Christmas menu with a difference. 

As well as the aforementioned 
Christmas game pie, there will be 
Pan-Eried Trout, and starters such 
as Cumberland Sausage and Cider 
Apple Pate, Smoken Mackerel 
Terrine and pan fried Chicken 
Livers. 

Sunday lunches are also popu¬ 
lar, with a two-course lunch at 
£10.95, and a three-course at 
£12.95. They serve Sunday lunch¬ 
es up to 3.30pm, which allows for 
more flexibilty for diners. 

Pubs such as the Lamb and 
Elag have always played a special 
role in their community, and this 
is something Dave and Emma 
have embraced. 

They promote local events at 
the pub, and publicise others, and 
should soon be an official tourist 
information centre for the area. 

Emma said: “We already get 
lots of walkers and tourists com¬ 
ing in asking for information, so it 
seems best to make it official.” 

Good food and drink in the 
heart of a community - just what 
a Vale pub should be!

Bob became more ambi¬ 
tious, and nowadays his most 
extravagant creations can take up 
to 20,000 balloons to create!

Don’t Over-Do It 

The trick is to not be too bold and stylised, 
as treatments tend to date.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY by Harold Williams 

Weather playing is havoc 
with queen bees’ lovelife! 


THE beekeeping 
year is well 
advanced now, and 
what a year it is 
proving to be - as 
always, it is the 
weather that 
defines what can 
and cannot be 
achieved by the 
bees, and with the 
very wet and 
changeable condi¬ 
tions not much has 
been achieved so 
far. 

Fon-Mon Apiary 
bees have been assisted 
in their survival by way 
of feeding with sugar 
syrup (sugar and water 
mix), as have all other 
bees under my control. 
Without this assistance 
the demise of many 
colonies would have 
occurred. 

Will there be a 
honey crop this year? 
Certainly, but it will be 
a much reduced one if 
we decide to take any 
at all. Of the 10 hives 
in the apiary only two 
have been able to get 
by without intervention 
by me. Those that have 
had assistance will not 
of course be utilised as 
honey producers due to 
the fact that sugar 
syrup will be the con¬ 
tents of their honey¬ 
comb, not nectar await¬ 
ing conversion into 
honey. 

How else has the 
weather been affecting 
the bees? As ever, 
swarming has occurred, 
and this perfectly natu¬ 
ral occurrence is how 
the bees ensure the sur¬ 
vival of their species. 
When a swarm issues 
from a hive it is the old 
queen that departs, tak¬ 
ing with her a majority 
of the bees plus much 
of the honey/sugar 
syrup with them, as 
they know that wherev¬ 
er they land up they 
must begin the task of 
building a new home. 


To build this new 
home wax needs to be 
produced which in its 
turn requires a source 
of food, hence they 
depart carrying their 
energy needs with 
them. They do, howev¬ 
er, leave behind a hive 
with a lesser population 
of bees and one in 
which the provision of 
a new queen has been 
assured. 

This new queen has 
to be mated before she 
can produce eggs that 
will provide drones 
(males) and workers 
(females). Mating is 
carried out on the wing, 
and fine weather is 
essential for this to 
happen. 

Thanks to the 
adverse weather condi¬ 
tions the new queens 
are not leaving the hive 
and consequently no 
mating with drones 
(she mates with 10/20 
at least) is taking place. 
This omission does not 
mean that a queen can¬ 
not lay eggs. It is just 
that any eggs she does 
lay will only emerge as 
drones. 

What problems is 
this causing? Male bees 
are only in existence to 
fertilise new queens. 
They do not have a 
sting and cannot protect 
a hive, they do not 
have the ability to 
make wax, and they do 
not go out foraging. 

Therefore, a hive 
whose population is 
made up of only a 
queen and drones is 
going to die out due to 
the absence of the vital 
female bees. It is the 
ladies who do all of the 
work in a colony of 
honeybees! 

So the beekeeping 
year is drawing to a 
close, and what have 
we yet to do? As 
always the varroa mite 
must be addressed and 
measures undertaken to 
reduce the ravages it 
can cause within a

colony of bees. 

Equipment that is 
not now required, ie 
honey frames, must be

PENARTH COMPUTER CLUB NEWS 

Absorbing all that new 
information can take 
time, but we can help! 


IT takes time to 
absorb new infor¬ 
mation and getting 
too much at once 
can be confusing. It 
could take a couple 
of repeats before it 
sinks in. 

At the introductory 
talk at the first meeting 
of the new season, visi¬ 
tors to the club were 
warmly welcomed and 
assured that each would 
be given the opportunity 
to progress at a speed 
that would be comfort¬ 
able for him or her. 

It was also empha¬ 
sised that the club is 
friendly and members do 
not take themselves too 
seriously. Most impor¬ 
tantly, the club aims to 
direct its programme to 
respond to the needs of 
the members. 

The introduction 
briefly covered the way 
in which the club oper¬ 
ates and then noted that 
in response to demand, 
there would be more 
opportunity to ask ques¬ 
tions and to discuss 
problems of immediate 
concern to members 
there and then. 

Similarly, the pro¬ 
gramme would be more 
loosely arranged. 
Members can keep up to 
date on programme 
adjustments on our web¬ 
site. 

One question was: 
‘Which computer should 
I buy?’ Mike J helpfully 
suggests writing out 
what you want the 
machine to do for you 
and bringing the result 
for more detailed discus¬ 
sion. Some help is on 
our website (forum 


pages, June 20 2010, 
‘Choosing a computer’.) 

Other questions con¬ 
cerned problems identi¬ 
fied by error messages 
(pleased to note that the 
error messages had been 
brought along). 

As is often the case, 
although we were unable 
to give a definitive solu¬ 
tion to the problem, we 
were able to offer 
thoughts on how to 
approach it. 

The very fact that it is 
being discussed means 
that people are getting to 
know a bit more about 
computing. 

For instance, one 
error message indicated 
an inability to find a 
DLL file - ie, a file 
named ‘something.DLL’. 
The DLL stands for 
Dynamic Link Library, 
and every computer will 
have many such files. 
Each DLL contains the 
code to carry out a small 
task and is designed to 
be available to any 
application. 

This is more efficient 
than having to include 
the same code wherever 
it is needed. Each appli¬ 
cation simply calls for it 
from where it is stored 
on the computer. 


The questioner had 
been deleting unwanted 
programmes from his 
machine and somehow 
the file had been deleted, 
although it was still 
wanted. It shouldn’t hap¬ 
pen, but some applica¬ 
tions are not as good as 
they should be about 
uninstalling themselves. 

There were several 
things he could try, from 
using a restore point (if 
he has one) to Googling 
the filename and finding 
a copy to download and 
add to his computer. 

If a particular applica¬ 
tion is unable to find it, 
re-installing the original 
application might re¬ 
install a copy of the 
DLL. 

That leads on to 
another topic on how to 
deal with installing 
applications from ran¬ 
dom sources and be able 
to forestall that sort of 
problem in the first 
place, but that is for 
another time.

A MUST for 
all rugby 
fans is Bill 
O’Keefe and Emyr 
Young’s The Arms 
Park - heart of a 
rugby nation (pub¬ 
lished by y Lolfa at 
£9.95). 

The famous Arms 
Park, which was built 
on land given by the 
Marquess of Bute for 
the exclusive develop¬ 
ment of recreation for 
the people of Cardiff, 
was first used by crick¬ 
eters. 

This fascinating 
account of the Arms 
Park’s history is illus¬ 
trated throughout with 
archive and new photo¬ 
graphs, combined with a 
lively narrative, to tell 
the story of a patch of 
land that was known all 
over the world. 

I remember well 
when the stadium 
played host to the 1958 
Empire and 

Commonwealth Games. 
As a member of Roath 
(Cardiff) Harriers, I had 
feeamed of taking part 
in the marathon which 
started and finished in 
the stadium. 

Alas, I was not good 
enough to be selected 
and ended up as a stew¬ 
ard showing people to 
their seats! 


However, I did play a 
small part in those won¬ 
derful Games. 

I was one of the 
escort runners to Ken 
Harris, a former Empire 
and Commonwealth 
Games athlete. It was 
the job of the escort run¬ 
ners to run alongside 
Ken from the Cardiff 
Royal Infirmary to the 
Arms Park, where he 
handed over a silver-gilt 
baton that contained a 
message from the 
Queen. 

Once in the stadium, 
Ken handed the baton to 
former Welsh rugby 
international Ken Jones, 
who in turn handed it on 
to the Duke of 
Edinburgh to read out at 
the opening ceremony. 

I was also one of the 
first athletes to compete 
on the track. Games 
officials wanted to try 
the track out so we held 
our club annual three- 
mile track championship 
on it. 

I would like to say 
that I won that race, but 
I finished in fifth place. 

From the famous win 
against the All Blacks in 
1905 to the legendary 
tries by Gareth Edwards 
and Shane Williams, the 
Arms Park has proved 
to be the beating heart 
of Welsh rugby.
